Shonld  be  bo  unable 
to  take  Savannah  by  assault,  it  ia  just  possi- 
ble that  the  delay  may  give  Beauregard  an 
opportunity  of  assisting  the  defenders  of  that 
city.    Under  any  circumstances,  however, 
Sherman  will  have  no  difficulty  in  opening 
•p  communications  with  the  gunboats  and 
transports  which  are  no  donbt  at  present 
swarming  off  tbe  month  of  the  Savannah  river 
Hood's  maroh  on  Nashville  hat  brought  on 
an  engagement  with  General  Thomas.  Tbe 
Confederate  forces,  amounting  to  2a,eOO  men 
furiously  attacked  the  Federal  lines  within 
a  few  miles  of  Nashville.   Thomas  waa  out- 
1,  but  he  had  the  advantage  of  poai- 
well  aa  being  on  the  defensive.  Tbe 
first  assault  of  the  southern  forces  was  suc- 
cessful, tbe  Federal  lines  baring  been  broken ; 
subsequently,  however,  the  Federate  rallied 
and  Hood  sustained  a  repulse.   Tbe  Con  fed- 
crates  again  and  agaia  rushed  to  the  attack, 
bat  they  were  obliged  ultimately  to  retire 
under  cover  of  the  woods.   The  Northern 
aeoounta  olaim  a  great  Northern  victory, 
putting  down  the  killed  and  wounded  at 
5,000    Confederates    and    1,500  Federals. 
Making  nil  allowance  for  the  usual  amoaot 
of  exaggeration,  it  is  clear  that  Hood  has 
been  roiled.   The  laat  newo  leaves  him  throw- 
ing np  breastworks  in  front  of  the  Federal 
army. 

Tbe  message  of  (he  Preeident  gives  us 
some  interesting  financial  and  other  statist  ice. 
The  amount  of  tbe  public  debt  of  the  Northern 
States  np  till  July  laat  waa  $1,749,890,489  49, 
or  |  about  £150,000,008,  considerably  under 
half  the  English  national  debt.  The  interest, 
however,  which  is  paid  on  the  American 
dlbt,  will  average  double  tbe  amount  of  the 
intereat  on  the  English  one,  thus  making  ibe 
yearly  outlay  for  interest  much  the  same  io 
the  Republic  aa  it  ia  in  Great  Britain.  So 
long  as  the  war  continues,  of  eoerse  the 
incubus  will  grow,  and  tho  only  consoling 
reflection  that  tha  people  of  tbe  United  States 
can  have  ia  that  milliona  who  are  now  in 
ope  will  be  called  npon  in  the  future  to  pay 
few  the  debt  accumulated  by  tbe  preseot 
civil  strife.  With  all  tbe  immense  war  es 
panditure,  however,  tbe  total  Traaanry  receipts 
it  to  vary  little  over  the  ordinary 


Naw  Yobs.,  Nov.  30.— Tbe  Post's  special 
dispatch  says  that  Richmond  papers  of  tbe 
28th  are  silent  respecting  Sherman's  move- 
ments. They  show  tbe  rebels  to  be  io  great 
trepidation,  and  there  ia  every  reason  to 
believe  that  Sberman  is  making  his  way  to 
tbe  coast. 

Tbe  Augusta  Constitutionalist  of  the  22d 
says  that  raiding  parties  of  tbe  enemy  tapped 
the  railroad  ten  miles  east  of  Macoo,  and 
destroyed  a  number  ol  trains,  and  the  freight 
trains  turned  baok  in  haste.
